night. The Redmen avenged two 
previous close defeats at tlie 
hands of the Sir George Wil- 
liams team, by soimdiy trounc- 
ing the ^laroon and Gold 2U-17. 

Starring for the Redmen was 
Georsc Davidon, classy freshman, 
who led the Red and Whtc In scor- 
jns with eight points. Davidon also 
played an excellent detcnslvc game, 
holding McGill's cx-nemesis, Mnc 
Brenhousc, scoreless for the first 
time this year. Jerry Leonards, vct< 
eran guard, turned In one of his 
best all-round performances of the 
season, sparkling offensively with 
six points. Leo nosctitzvcig also 
garnered six points, while Manny 
Shacler was next in lino with two 
baskets. 

The Redmen would have piled up 
a much larger total had they not 
exhibited undepcndabic markman- 
ship around the basket. Tlieir team 
play was among the . best seen this 
year, while displayed sparkling 
passing attacks and steady defen- 
sive action. However, the decidedly 
poor showing of the Georgians, 
made the game llstlc^: and unln> 
tcrcsting. 

The tiit commenced at a rapid 
pace, and for the first few minutes 
it appeared as If the game would 
be closely contested. At the half 
way mark McGlU's advantage In 
territorial play began to pay off, 
and at half time the Redmen en- 
joyed a 13-9 lead.

Interest in campus 
sports hua fallen off in alarming fashion 
since the Intercollegiate days, and only in 
the past six months hns it shown some 
sign of coming back to life, so that the ap- 
pearance of a strong basketball team from 
Middlcbury should do a great deal to 
revive the flagging interest in ^IcGill's re- 
presentative teams. Arrangements like this, 
on a smaller but more frequent scale, have 
been very successful at the University of 
Toronto and, if the McGill version re- 
ceives the support it deserves from the 
student body, there is no reason why more 
Athletic Nights should not be held with 
equal success in the future. The committee 
has gone to a great deal of trouble in try-

Anthology 



This year McGill is embarking on an 
ambitious undertaking in the literaiy field. 
A group of students will endeavour to 
make a collection of representative and at 
the same time readable poems written by 
McGill students during the period 1939- 
1944, to be published in book form. 

The spirit manifest in the undertaking 
of such a venture at the present time is 
encouraging to those who fear that art and 
culture are in danger of being sacrificed to 
the more immediate demands of wartime 
activity. In the five years just past, stu- 
dents have not forgotten the ultimate 
values for whose preservation we fight, 
^ledicnl students, engineers, and science 
men as well as students of the so-called 
liberal arts have proved, by their increased 
interest, that in many cases the war has 
been a stimulus rather than a hindrance 
to creative literary work. 

The project is particularly interesting 
in that it is so completely new and untried, 
although it has been done at various other 
American and British universities, notably 
at Oxford in England. At McGill creative 
literary endeavour has been limited for 
puropses of publication to The Daily and 
The Forge. The "Anthology of McGill 
Verse" will present to the public the work 
Df McGill students over a period of five 
years and should establish a now link be- 
tween academic and cvery-day life, 

Considered in this light, the Anthologyj 
represents a challenge to each and every 
one of us. We owe it to ourselves and to 
the university to make of it an enterprise 
worthy of the name which McGill has

The Role of a Christian 

JnJiMyyariRerConitrucrioii, 



What part can a Christian play in post war 
re-constructlon? This was the problem discussed 
at the recent conlerence at the Student chris- 
tian' Movement. Before we cm consider what 
a Christian can do, let us lirst recall what a 
Christian really is, and what is a Christian's 
role in the industrial world of to-day. 

A Christian la a person who accepts a cer- 
tain way ol life and believes It to be the right 
way. He beUevcs In the fundamental facts of 
Chrlstiaiiily— fearing God and loving his neigh- 
bour as himself. He believes that this way of 
life is the only practical way. This way of life 
is not assoclalcd w^lh any political or ethical 
syitem; it Is not democracy nor communism 
nor fascism. It Is prolound in Its simplicity. It 
is startling in Us beauty, its l^ws command 
every situation. - Here is a Bill of Rights for 
every man and for every nation. Here is à plan 
for world federation which is founded not on 
partial or total distrust, but on complete trust. 
Here Is a system in which every man would 
have the opportunity to play an important 
part. 

Let lis now consider what the Christian of to- 
day is doing, or rather what he was doing be- 
fore September 193B— before the world sud- 
denly became conscious of its faults— before 
Hitler and Mussolini awakened us with their 
attempts for the realisation of their doctrines- 
thé glorlf^ring of war, the perpetual rating of 
thé myth of racial superiority, and' the sub> 
ordination of the individual to the state. What 
was. the Christian doing then? Was his Chris- 
tianity merely passive and stagnant? There 
were Christians worl^Ing as engineers, doctors, 
lawyers and. teachers, but as Individuals or In 
isolated groups. Their Christianity was neces- 
sarily limited to.daubs of charity in some form 
or other. This charity did not and cannot reach 
down into the heart of the social problem— the 
fear of want. Hence while doing Immeasurable 
good, such a plan for righting current wrongs 
was doomed to failure. 

Let us now see w;hat the Cl^rlttjan cai^ do. 
The conference at the Student Christian" Move- 
ment emphasised certain fundamental principles 
along which any Christian must work— a belief 
in Christianity as the only practical way of life, 
and earnest co-operation. We. have seen the 
failure of Christians working in isolated groups. 
We have seen the results of ChrlaUans working 
In Isolated groups. We have seen the results ol 
Christians attempting a compromise with the 
moral standards of his society. We know now 
that to be a Christian means living tl^e life of a 
Christian as an engineer,' doctor, or as a work- 
er In any other profession. But there must be 
co-operation. The doctor can do nothing prac- 
tical without the help of the engineer, and 
similarly for all the other professions; they aU 
depend on each other. It is easy to see along 
which lines the great (orces of industry can be 
harnessed for the public good; it is easy to see 
how a doctor or an engineer can work not for 
his own good but for the benefit of others; but 
It ia not easy to visualise any permanent suc- 
cess without co-operation. 

All Christians aro constrained to cany their 
faith and loyalty into the concrete situations of 
life. In their CbrUtlan outlook and Inteigrlty 
which they bring to their tasks they may bo 
"Instruments of the creative work and the Jus- 
tice and mercy of God," Moreover, Christiana 
should be anxious to enter those organisations 
ouUIde the fields of industry, which largely 
affect the controlling of Industrial activity and 
social life. Through their membership in 
political parties, trade unions, and other organ- 
isation* Christians can contribute to the re- 
moulding or reconstruction ol the present eco- 
nomic and political system. In any and, every 
possible way it is the duty of a ChrlsUan to 
do what is God's will for him in that altuaUon. 

Toiday we are fighting a dual war-« politi- 
cal war, and a war of ideaj. There is the 
Fascist way of life on the one hand and the 
democratic way of life on the other. Let us be 
sure which Idea we would like to see win this 
war, and then let us all endeavour to keep that 
idea supreme, if as ChrliUans we -would Ilka 
men to be free to think and to act within cer- 
tain limits, and let us In planning any futur* 
world order remember and adhere to those 
limits. Let us strip our souls, determine our 
Ideals and work towards the realization of those 
Ideals. Let lU be Christians and see Christian- 
ity in; thé, world become "effective reality".

THE SOLAR SYSTEM. 
If you were to look up at the sky each 
night and notice the positions of the stars, 
you would soon note that, while most of 
them remain In fixed positions relative to 
each other, a few tiny' specks of light 
change their locations and move slowly 
across the heavens past the other celestial ^ 
objects. These arc the planets (so-called , 
from the Greek word for wanderer) and 
they, together with the Earth and the Sun, 
make up what Is known- as the solar sys- 
tem, 

< There are nine known planets» including 
the Earth we live In, and they are close 
together compared with the vast distances 
between the stars. Of the eight planets In 
the heavens, five are usually visible to the 
naked eye; the other three can be seen 
only with a telescope. : : 

The planets, though all'memben of isne 
family and having a common origin, show 
great physical differences. They range in 
size from Mercury, the smallest with a 
diameter of 3,000 miles, to giant Jupiter, 
whose great bulk Is 87,000 miles in diame- 
ter. Their densities range from 0.7 times 
that of water like Saturn, to 9.9 times 
water .like Earth. The surface gravities 
vary too. A man who can jump six feet 
high on Earth would soar to a height of 
20 feet on Mercury.' He would, however, 
win no championships on Jtiplter, where 
the great tug of; gravity \rouI4 restrict him 
to twenty-eight inches. 

There have been many, theories to ac- 
count for the creation of the solar system. 
Tho modern theory (which explains why 
the planets are of different sizes and why 
they rotate in orbits about the sun) is 
called the coimie encounter, or collision, 
theory. Aeeordlng to. this hypothesis, the 
sun once wandered ' alone in the vast 
reaches of space. In its chance wandering!, 
it approached another star. The two gigan- 
tic globes of flaming matter exerted great 
pulls on each other as they passed, tht 
other star raised great tides, on tho. sun, 
Just as thp moon does on the Earth's oceans. 
Finally [t pulled a great chunk o( the Sun's 
material right off the surface and tried to 
drag this molten mass away with it, The 
Sun's gravity was strong enough to prevent 
the matter being entirely taken away, but' 
it could not drag it back. As « result, the 
gas became stretched to a cigar shaped 
filament which rotated about the Sun. The 
filament broke Into pieces which cooled 
and solidified into the planets.. The large 
planeU came from the fat centre ol the 
"cigar," tho small ones from the ends. 

The names of the plants, in order of 
distance from the Sun, are: Mercury, 
Venus, . Earth, Mars, Jupiter, Saturn,

ART AND INDUSTRIALISM (Continued) 



At the end of my last article 
I made the statement, firstly, 
that'thcre is stUI no progressive 
current sufficiently strong for 
great artists to be able to iden- 
tify themselves with It, second- 
ly, that we have no real folk- 
art nor folk-artlsts, with few 
and doubtful exceptions. As a 
substantiation of the first of 
these statements I would point 
to the fact that the prediction 
of Hart Crane, among many 
other moderns, that the ma- 
chine will have to become as 
natural a part of art as any 
phenemenon of nature (thus, 
for instance, the tractor becom- 
ing as fertile a source of in- 
spiration as the moon has been 
hitherto) is still very far from 
being fuUlU«d. And the rpason 
Is not far to seek. How can 
people find positive Inspiration 
in something which they still do 
not feel be their implement to- 
wards a better life, but rather 
tHelr ei^emy and a tool in the 
hands of their masters? Andre 

' Malraux says that "une civilisa- 
tion se -transforme lorsque son 
element le plus douloureux— le 
travail de l'ouvrier — devient 
tout a coup une valeur ou 11 

, trotive sa raison d'etre. "No 
one, I believe, would affirm 
that our civilization Hps reach- 
ed that stage as yet. No doubt, 
if it had, we would be able to 
find a great deal more beauty 
in a block of warehouses than 
wo can at present. But never- 
theless I believe that even In 
a positively constituted indus- 
trial society the primal appeal 
of the natural (as opposed to 
the man-mado or artificial) 
would still remain a vital force 
In art And there Is no doubt 
but that people can be condi- 
tioned to appreciate urban' at- 
mosphere as positively as rural, 
or more so. 

In substantiation ol my sec- 
ond statement, re folk-art, I 
would say that it Is self-evident 
that in modern Industrial so- 
ciety there is no vehicle 'tor 
this form, and consequently no 
means whereby folk-artists can 
be produced. "Popular" music, 
tho cinema, and the radio are 
not spontaneous creations of tho 
people, but usually the product 
of dishonest and hypocritical 
machines whoso function is 
first and foremost to. make 
money, and Incidentally to cor- 
rupt the taste of tho populace. 
How many people have heard 
of Carl Sandurg, who might 
well be called a people's artist 
v/ithout a people's audience, as 
compared with the' vast num- 



bers who have not only heard 
of, but go around dally sing- 
ing Irving Berlin's songs? 

Indeed, perhaps one of the 
saddest aspects of modern cul- 
ture as compared with the 
medieval or tho primitive Is our 
individual cultural poverty, 
without a background of folk- 
art. We have even gone to the 
extent of borrowing a foreign 
folk-music— African Jazz — in a 
futile attempt to make up for 
this deficiency. For folk-art has 
tho supreme merit ol bemg 
everyone's creation, everyone 
has a share In it and can add 
to it his contribution, great or 
small, which is not at all the 
ease with the individualized 
sophisticated culture and the 
dishonest pseudo-popular cul- 
ture of modern Industrial so- 
ciety. In my opinion, something 
of this communal aspect of art 
will have. to be recaptured in 
any Improved society of the 
future.

And Cecil Rhodes 



Lives of Two 

Great Leaders 

Are Speakers' Topics 

Two men who had great influence 
in shaping world affairs near the 
turn of the century were discussed 
last night at a meeting of the R.V.C. 

Historical Society. 

The exploits of Cecil Rhodes, 
British Empire-builder in South 
Africa during the ISOO's were de- 
scribed by Ursula Milner-Whitc. 
While he was Prime Minister of the 
Cape. Colony Rhodes undertook c 
fairly successful expansionist policy 
and his relations with the African- 
dors and the natives were quite 
good until the fiasco of the Jamie- 
son Raid. 

The second speaker for the eve- 
ning, Evelyn Braginetz, outlined 
Lenin's rise to power in communist 
Russia. Always influenced by re- 
alities, Lenin modified Marxian 
Socialism, to fit the Russian situa- 
tion. After the Revolution of 1017, 
the Soviets of Workers and Peas- 
ants ruled the country. However, 
in 1021 Lenin was obliged to 
change the system of military com- 
munism into the New Economic 
Policy. Although he could not per- 
sonally follow up his work, his suc- 
cessors were left with a broad pol- 
icy outlined for them. 



Pedley Talks 
To Pre^Meds 

Socialized 
Medicine To Be 
Topic Tomorrow 

Dr. F. G. Pedley, of fhe McGiU 

Student Health Service, will speak 
tomorrow on "Medicine, Past, Pre- 
sent and Future," giving special re- 
ference to Socialized Medicine in 
our post-war world. Addressing the 
McGill Pre-Medieal Society, the 
lecture will be held in the Union

Dr. Pedley studied during his un- 
dergraduate years at McGill, re- 
ceiving his M.D., CM.

He 
then went to Baltimore to study at 
Johns Hopkins where ho received 
the degree of C.P.H. After this he 
studied at the School of Public 
Health at Harvard. In 1020 Dr. Ped- 
ley became the Assistant Professor 
of Industrial Hygiene at McGill. 

A member of the executive stated 
yesterday that this address will be 
of extreme Interest to the Society 
because "the prc-medical student of 
today is the doctor of tomorrow. 
Tho government already has ex- 
pressed desire for Health Insur- 
ance, which in Itself opens a new 
world for the medical profession."
